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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6 are pending. No new matter has been added by way of the present 
Amendment. For instance, claim 7 has been cancelled. Accordingly, no new matter has been 
added. 

In view of the following remarks Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner 
withdraw all rejections and allow the currently pending claims. 

Issues under 35 U.S.C. §101 

The Examiner has rejected claim 7 under 35 U.S.C. §101 asserting that the claimed 
recitation of a use without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
claim pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §101. Applicants respectfully traverse and submit that claim 7 has 
been cancelled. Accordingly, this rejection is moot. Reconsideration and withdrawal thereof are 
respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

At pages 2-3 of the outstanding Office Action the Examiner has indicated that claims 1-6 
are allowable. Since claims 1-6 are the only pending claims, the Examiner is respectfully to 
withdraw all rejections and allow the present application.
